House Measure Introduced. 


St. Paul, Feb. 12.—The house passed 
the bill appropriating $2,250,boo for 
the completion of the new state prison 
at Stillw ater. 
The bill provides for 
an* annual tax levy of $225,000 for 
each of the next ten years. 
In order that the board of control 
may complete the building of the pris­ 
on at once, instead of w aiting for this 
tax levy to come in, it is authorized 
to issue certificates of indebtedness. 
Thin is to provide for the completion 
of the prison on the site acquired at 
Oak Park, according to plans approved 
by the warden and adopted by the 
board of control, including enclosure 
walls 
and adm inistration buildings, 
and to equip the prison with the requi­ 
site and necessary facilities for carry­ 
ing on the making of tw ine and farm 
m achinery as authorized by law so 
th at the prisoners may have humane, 
advantageous and profitable employ­ 
m ent. 
The house also passed Mr. Spooner’s 
bill which was recDmmended In the 
com m ittee of the whole Wednesday, 
authorizing the board of control to use 
th e 
revolving 
fund, 
which 
now 
am ounts to $1,300,000, in the m anufac­ 
ture of farm machinery. 
T he bill drawn up by the Ramsey 
delegation in the house to prevent the 
establishm ent of any slaughter house 
near the state university or farm 
school, was introduced by Alvin Rowe, 
chairm an of the delegation. 
The bill prohibits th e location or 
operation 
of 
any slaughter house, 
packing house or sim ilar industries 
w ithin five miles of the state univer­ 
sity or any of its colleges, or within 
five miles of the state fair grounds. 


Protects Public Baths. 
It also prohibits the discharge of 
sew age from any such plant of from 
any stockyards into the w aters or 
flowing stream s above and within five 
m iles of any city of over 10,000 inhabi­ 
tan ts or above and within five miles 
of any city having free public baths. 
The first real fight over th e passage

H. Peterson of Moorhead was the vic­ 
tor, carrying through his amended 
bill relating to electric headlights de­ 
spite the repeated efforts of Senator 
Frank Clague of Lamberton to further 
amend the bill.

Why are all railroads built on the 
standard gauge of four feet eight and 
one-half inches?

How to Kill and Cook Possum. 
Ju st how a possum ought to be killed 
and cooked is told iii the A tlanta Con­ 
stitution. by an expert known fa r and 
wide in Georgia. 
He says: 
“To kill a possum his head should be 
placed beneath a stick. 
Stand on the 
stick and pull the possum’s tall until 
his neck is broken. A possum requires 
careful treatm ent, and to cook one to 
perfection a peculiar arrangem ent is 
necessary. 
A pan on legs should be 
provided with a bole In one end which 
can be plugged. 
Coals placed under 
the pan will slowly cook the possum, 
and as the g ‘ease runs out of the car­ 
cass it should be draw n off from time to 
time. 
All the time the carcass should 
be basted with a sauce made of pep­ 
per and vinegar. In the m eantim e the 
potatoes should be boiled. 
When the 
possum is almost done the potatoes 
should be packed in the pan around 
the possum, a little sugar sprinkled 
over them, and then the gravy which 
has been drawn off from the pan 
should be poured on, after which pos­ 
sum and potatoes should he browned 
to a turn.”

LARGEST CONCRETE BRIDGE. 


Hudson 
Memorial 
Across 
Spuyten 
Duyvil Crsek to Hold the Record. 
The Hudson memorial bridge, con­ 
necting New York and Spuyten Duyvil, 
which will commemorate the discovery 
of the Hudson river by Hendrik H ud­ 
son nearly 300 years ago, will be about 
1,500 feet long, with four semicircular 
arches of 108 foot span on the Spuyten 
Duyvil side and three on the New 
York, with an arcli of 700 feet between 
them. The bridge will be of re-enforced 
concrete, and it will be the largest 
bridge ever built of stone, brick or con­ 
crete. 
The crown of the main arch will be 
185 feet above Spuyten Duyvil creek. 
or fifty feet higher than tile floor of 
the Brooklyn bridge. Massive concrete 
piers HO feet wide, 30 feet long and 
1Q0 feet high, joined to the bridge 
approaches, will form the abutm ents 
of the arch. 
On the top of both piers 
at each side Is a large sphere several 
feet in diam eter inclined at an angle, 
representing the earth. 
Separate floors for the subway and 
street traffic will be provided. 
The 
lower one, sixty-flve feet wide, will be 
for subw ay tracks, pipe galleries and 
w ater mains. 
The upper will over­ 
hang the lower and have a fifty foot 
roadway, besides two wide sidewalks. 
Nearly two years will be necessary 
from the date of completing the arch 
to the opening of the bridge for traffic, 
making the total time for building the 
bridge about three years.

W hen the 
milk w as taken and a piece of bread 
eaten a t the same tim e there was no 
asthm a and no hives. 
I could explain 
this by saying that the bread helped 
break up curd and th at stomachal di­ 
gestion was not interfered with. 
But 
why and precisely in w hat m anner and 
for V h at reason asthm a and hives 
were occasioned are certainly m atters 
largely of thought and conjecture. 
I 
have known mushrooms In good condi­ 
tion and on repeated occasions to cause 
most distressing oedema of the uvula 
and palate, Prior to these attacks tho 
sam e individual had eaten mushrooms 
repeatedly with no bad or unpleasant 
effects a t all and had thoroughly en­ 
joyed them. I have known an individ­ 
ual in whom a single straw berry would 
give neuralgia of tile teeth which last­ 
ed tw elve to twrenty-four hours. Again. 
prior to the attacks of neuralgia of 
the dental branches of the fifth nerve 
the sam e individual had eaten repeat­ 
edly and abundantly of straw berries 
w ithout pain, ache or unpleasant symp­ 
toms of any kind. 
In this case it 
seemed as though the only plausible 
though not entirely satisfactory expla­ 
nation was th at w ith Increasing years 
straw berries had become Inimical to 
th at patient.

president elect will go to Cincinnati, 
from where on Monday he will leave 
for W ashington, returning again to 
Cincinnati W ednesday. 
Mr. T aft received the first news of 
the constitutional question which has 
been raised against the appointm ent 
of Mr. Knox to a cabinet position by 
wireless W ednesday, when he was ap­ 
prised, not ohly by press m essages, 
but by a dispatch giving the views of 
Senator Knox.

rival reform parties, the Com mittee of 
Uaion and Progress and the Liberal 
Union. 
The com m ittee is strongly op­ 
posed to Kiamil Pasha, and is com­ 
posed largely of young officers, includ­ 
ing all the officers of the Macedonion 
army, which was largely instrum ental 
In the success of the “Young T urkey” 
revolution.
